northeast of Saigon.

Facelifting Sought 


County A dm inistrator A l a n 
Bruce will recom m end to the 
board of supervisors Tuesday 
that the county’s local govern­ 
ment 
coordinating 
com m ittee 
and ¡>ujtf£i^dvisory commif.yu , 
be dissolved, that the citizens 
advisory com m ittee to com m u­ 
nity services project not be ex­ 
tended beyond its June 30 term i­ 
nation date, and that several 
other com m ittees be revam ped 
His recom m endations are in 
a report asked by the board of 
supervisors last May. The board 
wanted the report to m ake sure 
that duties of com m ittees and 
commissions are clearly defined 
and that there is no overlapping 
of responsibility. 
Bruce recom m ends that the 
citizens advisory com m ittee on 
development of Marin County 
be given more limited respon­ 
sibility. The com m ittee is re­ 
quired by law in connection with 
M arin City r e d e v e l o p m e n t . 
Bruce suggests that it be ad­ 
visory to the Marin County Re­ 
developm ent Agency. 
The com m ittee has recently 
gone into general fields of land 
use and planning in Marin. 
Bruce says the local govern­

should be dissolved because its 
functions are being carried out 
by the Local Agency Form ation 
Commission. 
He says that the airport ad-

Blaze Destroys Aircraft, 


Shop At County Airport 


Three single-engine planes and 
a repair hangar at the Marin 
County Airport were destroyed 
yesterday by a fast-moving fire 
set off by sparks from a weld­ 
e r’s torch. 


A fourth aircraft, a G erm an 
sail plane which was first in a 
line of six planes outside the 
hangar, was partly burned. (See 
picture page 3 > 


There was no official report 
on dam age, but estim ates ran at 
about $25,000. 


The fire started when Jim 
Ruseh of 230 Villa Avenue, San 
Rafael, operator of the repair 
hangar, was welding a tail sec­ 
tion on one of the two planes 
inside the hangar and the fabric 


siding caught fire. 
Ruseh and his shop helper 
tried to quell the fire with hand 
extinguishers, but it flared out 
of control. 
Airport personnel moved some 
of the outside planes to safety 
and firemen from the Novato 
Fire District put out the blaze 
before it spread. 
Twenty-five district 
tirem en 
handling four fire engines re­ 
sponded to the call to the airport 
north of Novato at 5:26 p.m. 
During the fir»*, they pumped 
salt w ater from a nearby slough 
off the Petalum a River to douse 
the flam es. 
The repair hangar, a fram e 
building with aluminum siding, 
buckled from the heat.

Two Streets 


Into Just One

Two San Rafael streets .which 
side, d iv k M JrW ^ 
by a row of power poles, are 
now becoming one as part of 
the city’s one-way street change­ 
over. 
Those poles, however, are not 
going to disappear. 
Pacific Gas and Electric Co. 
crews this week began erecting 
new. taller wooden poles just 
two feet from the old ones—in 
what now will be the center of 
Second Street, instead of the 
separation between Second and 
West End Avenue. 
Before the job is done, San 
Rafael officials and the Pacific 
Gas and Electric Co. m ay well 
hear a loud cry of protest, as 
they did when a sim ilar row of 
wooden poles was put up in the 
center of Third Street next to 
the Montecito Shopping Center 
when that street was widened 
early in 1963. 
The Third Street poles were 
described as ugly, a view shared 
by at least one planning com ­ 
missioner and then-M ayor John 
F. M clnnis. The com plaints led 
to PG&E 
taking the wooden 
poles down, replacing them with 
stream lined m etal poles carry ­ 
ing only three wires. All other 
lines — including cables of the 
Pacific Telephone and Telegraph 
Co.—were put underground. 
Chances of the sam e thing hap­ 
pening on Second Street, how­ 
ever, were described as non-ex-

(AP)— A Greyhound bus collided 


bcad-on with a trailer truck carrying heavy timbers 
late Friday night near this southwest Louisiana town. 
At least 12 persons were killed. Another 27 were 


injured, many critically, and hospitalized at four towns 
in Texas and I/iuisiana 
State troopers from Texas and Louisiana said the 


front of the bus was sheared off. Some of the heavy 
timbers rammed through the cab of the truck and 
then passed completely through the bus. 
Bus driver Jeff Blankenship of Houston died five 


hours after the accident. He had first been hospitalized 
at Orange. Tex., and then transferred to St. Flizaheth’s 
a’ Beaumont, where he died. He suffered a fractured 
skull. 
The truck driver, identified as Henry (’. Gregory, 


.*15, of Houston, was also killed His truck was owned 
by Al Woods, Limited, of Houston.

DEAR MRS. G. Z.: 
The best seam finishing for 
terry cloth (toweling) is a flat 
feld seam. It provides a neat! 
finish and prevents raveling and 
flaking. It often is easier to 
make this 
type 
of seam 
if 
you allow an extra Vs inch to 
the width of the seam when 
cutting. In other words, the 
seams would bp % inch wide, j 
However, this is not necessary. 


Sew a plain seam, right sides 
together. Press the seams to one 
j side. The side seams should be 
pressed toward the back, the 
armhole seams toward the neck. 
; After pressing, trim the under 
seam allowance to about Va inch. 
Turn under the upper seam edge 
and baste over the trimmed 
seam edge. Top stitch on the 
sewing machine, close to the 
upper seam edge. However, this 
should be the same distance 
from the original seam so that 
the two rows of stitching will 
look even. Press when stitching 
“ is completed. 


Add an extra season's wear to 
your daughter's summer dresses 
by putting sleeves on them.

Public Servants' Attitude 
Can Invite New Industry 


EVERYONE WHO PAYS any atten­ 
tion to local government problems in 
Marin will agree that we need to 
“broaden the tax base.” 
This is why we seek to attract indus­ 
try (including the visitor industry) to 
our county. 
Light manufacturing plants l i k e 
Fairchild. Trailorboat and Koch pay 
sizable tax bills without requiring ad­ 
ditional costly government sendees. 
Their presence broadens the tax base, 
>preads the tax load, relieves the over­ 
burdened homeowner at least to some 
degree. 
Our county government quite prop­ 
erly allocates some taxpayers’ money 
to efforts to attract industry. 
Both the Marin Development Asso­ 
ciation and the Marin Visitors Bureau 
receive county funds to supplement 
what they receive in private contribu­ 
tions. 
This is as it should be. Our tax base 
needs broadening. The efforts of these 
organizations deserve support, both 
public and private. 


BUT MONEY IS NOT the whole an­ 
swer when it comes to attracting indus­ 
try to Marin. 
Industry wants land in sufficient 
area and at reasonable prices. 
Our existing Industrial Park subdi­ 
visions do a good job of providing sites 
for relatively small operations. 
But when larger amounts of land are 
needed, there are problems. The price 
of raw land in Marin is not cheap. In­ 
stalling utilities, streets and sewers is 
costly. 


MARIN IS LOSING interested in­ 
dustries because of thib’ situation. Only 
recently, a nationally known concern 
some of whose chief executives live in 
Marin) passed up our county in favor 
of the East Bay as the site for a new 
i esearch center to be constructed soon. 
This loss is a blow to Marin. It is 
costly. It is not a unique case, as the 
records of the Marin Industrial Devel­ 
opment Assn. w ill show\ 


THE DEVELOPMENT ASSOCIA­ 
TION and the Novato Chamber of Com­ 
merce have discussed one possible so­ 
lution. It is the idea of setting up some 
kind of foundation which could acquire 
and hold sizable acreages suitable for 
ultimate industrial use. The foundation 
would get the acreages properly zoned 
and arrange for the availability of sew­ 
ers and other services and utilities. 
The foundation would perform its

functions on a non-profit, non-specu- 
lative basis— enabling it to offer land 
to industry at reasonable, non-profit­ 
eering prices. 
This idea obviously has merit. It is 
to be hoped that the Novato Chamber 
and the Development Association suc­ 
ceed in implementing it. 
If they do, all of the problems of at­ 
tracting industry to Marin will even 
then NOT be solved. 


THERE STILL IS THE problem of 
“climate” (and the word is NOT used 
here to mean our weather). 
The “climate,” in the sense of the at­ 
titude of many local government offi­ 
cials and employees, is not such as to 
make new industry feel entirely wel­ 
come. 
When a person representing a po­ 
tential new industry approaches the 
planning staff or the building inspec­ 
tion office, he can be met in one of 
three ways. 
The person who receives him can 
display genuine interest in trying to 
help the potential newcomer achieve 
what he wants to achieve within exist­ 
ing regulations. This would involve 
helpful, constructive suggestions made 
in good disposition. 
Or, the public servant who receives 
the potential newcomer can display a 
negative attitude, raising one obstacle 
after another, as the newcomer ex­ 
plains what he hopes to do. 
In between is the third possible re­ 
ception. indifference. By expression, 
word and deed, the public servant can 
convey to the potential newcomer the 
message that “we couldn’t care less” 
about his problems and plans. 
The second and third receptions 
constitute a “bum climate ” 


ALL TOO MANY INTERESTED per­ 
sons have received the “bum” treat­ 
ment over the years. 
It doesn’t make sense to spend tax­ 
payers’ money trying to attract indus­ 
try only to have a handful of public 
job holders offset the expenditures. 
A little orientation and training in 
some of our public offices could help 
as much as or more than the taxpay­ 
ers’ money that is being spent. 
Perhaps we need to think of making 
incentive bonus 
payments 
to 
em­ 
ployees in the planning and building 
inspection offices when they help 
“land ’ a new industry for Marin.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
main character is different but 
the play’s the same. This time 
it’s President Johnson getting 
it. In the past 15 years the oth­ 
er presidents got it, too, each 
in turn. 
H o u s e

changed the script around this 
week when they issued a 33- 
page “ white paper’’ criticiz­ 
ing the handling of Viet Nam 
by Johnson and the late Presi­ 
dent John F. Kennedy. 


NO DOUBT this, and what­ 
ever else they can put togeth­ 
er, will serve the outnumbered 
House Republicans as a cam­ 
paign document in the 1966 
congressional election. They’ve 
been looking for issues and 
they’ll need them. 
In 1950, two months after 
the Korean War began and 
less than three months before 
that year’s congressional elec­ 
tion, the Republican National 
Committee produced a 55-page 
indictment of former Presi­ 
dent Harry S. Truman. 
It cited the loss of China, 
the Communist attack on Ko­ 
rea, and Truman’s about-face 
on Formosa as policy failures. 
The Republicans lost the elec­ 
tion. 
Just as with Truman, but 
not as intensely, the Republi­ 
cans climbed on 
Kennedy’s 
back. And in the 1962 congres­ 
sional election year the GOP 
National Committee fired at 
him from its publication, “ Bat­ 
tle Line." 
He was charged with being 
“ less 
than 
candid’’ 
about 
American involvement in Viet 
Nam. Kennedy replied he was 
as “frank" as possible, con­ 
sistent with national security. 
As usual, the Republicans lost. 
Now this latest Republican 
d o c u m e n t , 
besides 
broad 
swipes at Kennedy, accuses 
Johnson, as it accused Ken­ 
nedy three years ago, of a 
“ Jack of candor” on Viet Nam. 


If this seems a coincidenci 
there was a greater one. Twt, 
in fact. 


IN THE VERY week the Re­ 
publicans chose to put out their 
“ white paper" on Johnson, he 
chose to put out a 27-page doc­ 
ument aimed at justifying his 
handling of Viet Nam. Perhaps 
it wasn’t such a coincidence. 
The Republicans accused the 
Johnson - Kennedy administra­ 
tions of inconsistency. Johnson 
cited statements by Eisenhow­ 
er, Kennedy and himself, all 
promising to help Viet Nam 
against communism. 
But, almost as if someone 
had tipped him the Republicans 
were going to charge him with 
lacking candor, Johnson in his 
preface to the 27 pages de­ 
clared he was very candid: 
“ It is essential that our peo­ 
ple seek understanding and 
that our leaders speak with 
candor.” Then, to prove his 
candor, he said what followed 
was a 
“clear definition of 
America’s role in Viet Nam." 
It’s doubtful many people 
will read either Johnson’s docu­ 
ment or the Republicans’. The 
Republicans firmly say they 
back Johnson’s policy in Viet 
Nam. 
But then they complain—and 
even give the impression of 
being p u z z l e d — that, while 
Johnson 
and 
Kennedy 
sent 
combat troops into Viet Nam, 
Eisenhower never did. But the 
answer is simple enough. 
All three presidents felt a 
South Viet Nam free of Com­ 
munist conquest was essential 
to American interests. But the 
Communists didn’t begin their 
war until near the end of Eis­ 
enhower’s presidency. 


SO DURING his administra­ 
tion there wasn’t much need 
to send Americans into action. 
The Communists didn’t start to 
overrun South Viet Nam until 
Kennedy was in the White 
House.

Realizing that many people, 
supposedly “ in the know," will 
say this whole idea is ridicu­ 
lous,, I venture to predict that 
someday in the not too far dis­ 
tant future Hong Kong will 
erupt in violence not disimilar 
to that which rocked Watts. 
Some people who know only 
the polite veneer of the ser­ 
vants, the shop-clerks, the ho­ 
tel help and such will be some­ 
what shocked to learn that 
underneath these bland, smil­ 
ing exteriors is often a seeth­ 
ing mass of repressed hatred. 
I have lived among these poor 
people, eaten their kind of 
food, drunk their cheap rice 
wine, married among them, 
laughed and cried with them, 
learned a little of their lan­ 
guage, until I can think a 
little as they do. What I see 
is a volatile mixture. 
The average Hong Kongite 
is frightfully poor. Many are 
unemployed because t h e r e 
aren’t enough j o b s to go 
around. They have many chil­ 
dren. Children are like money 
in the bank—they will grow 
and support you in your old 
age. 
The average wage for a 
factory 
worker 
runs 
about 
HK$200 a month or US$35. Rice 
and meat cost about the same 
as in the U. S., but vegetables 
are a good deal less expensive, 
as are eggs. The best protein 
buy is dow-foo, the bland bean 
cake. 
Rent will take more than 
half a worker’s wages and will 
get him a part of a room with 
a number of other families. 
His home and that of his fam­ 
ily will consist of a seven to 
ten foot square cubicle, parti-

Incidence of th e d ise a se 
in wildlife increased from 
a low of 98 cases in 1960 to 
280 c a s e s reported 
in 
1964. The department said 
(he number of cases of rabies 
in wildlife reported during the 
last five years, 1960-64, was 
1.02«, as compared to 704 cases 
during the 1955-69 period, sug­ 
gesting “ that the svlvatic ra­ 
bies cycle has not yet reached 
a peak.” 
The pattern of incidence of 
the disease has changed con­ 
siderably, with the dog being 
removed as the v i l l a i n and 


CUTE? INTERESTING? — These little ani­ 
mals may be cute and interesting but they 
also can carry deadly rabies. 
The State 


Public Health Department has warned that 
the incidence of rabies has gone up and 
the peak has not yet been reached. Officials 


added that while rabid dogs formerly were 
the main source of the disease, now wild 
animals are spreading it.

skunks, bats and foxes being 
the main carriers. 


The department said that, 
1ft years ago, the 4 085 dog 
rabies eases accounted for 56 
per cent of the animal rabies 
in the U.S. However, in 1964, 
dogs accounted for less than 
lft per cent of the total eases, 
while 75 per cent was found 
in wildlife. 


Nationwide, skunks and foxes 
j accounted for more than 82 per 
cent of all animal rabies, while 
the other 18 per cent was found 
in 19 different types of wild­ 
life. 


There have been few deaths 
from rabies reported. A lh-year- 
old Minnesota boy died after be- 
| ing bitten by a skunk. There 


also were two reports of serv­ 
icemen or their families dying 
of rabies while on duty in for­ 
eign countries. 


In California, as of May 31, 
38 of the 58 counties were un­ 
der 
official 
declaration 
as 
rabies areas. 


During the first six months 
of 1965. a total of 127 cases 


have been reported, including 
74 in skunks, 25 in bats, and 14 
in cattle. Others included: dogs, 
eight; horses and bobcats, two 
each, and opossom and foxes, 
one each. 


The 
three 
highest 
counties 
were Napa, with 17; Los An­ 
geles. with 16. and Sonoma, with I 
lft. In both Napa and l.os An­ 


geles counties. 13 of the cases 
involved skunks. 


Detailed records of the de­ 
partment show that, at least 
in the ease of rabid hats, one 
of the problems is that they 
often are found by pets or 
children and they play with 
the bats. A number of other 
cases of rabid bats involved 


hats flying in the daytime.

Another Drought In 200 Years

WASHINGTON f-ff*—If it's any 
comfort 
to 
water-short 
New 
Yorkers, a drought like the cur­ 
rent one is not likely to recur 
until their great grandchildren 
are drawing Sociel Serurity. 
Weather Bureau officials esti­ 
mates 
that 
the 
northeastern 
United States shouldn’t experi­ 
ence another four-year run of 
dryness for 200 years. This cal­ 
culation is based on the law of 
averages. 


The same basic changes in 
storm tracks, or paths, that 
steered water away from the 
northeast 
this y e a r 
a l s o 
brought record cold and snow 
to 
Minnesota 
(resulting 
in 
floods on the upper Mississippi 
River I and a short-lived dought 


from Texas to Colorado. 


A late, wet spring in the west, 
a relatively ry. cool spell in the 
eastern half of the nation and 
dozens of tornadoes in the plains 
and mid-western states were 
associated with the unusual wea­ 
ther pattern. 


In general, the storm tracks 
were 5ftft miles or more to the 
northwest of the normal pat­ 
tern. Precipitation lines which 
normally run 
through 
New 
England stretched through the 
upper Great Lakes and into 
Canada. 


Thirty-seven tornadoes—tying 
the record for one day—ravaged 
communities in Missouri. Illi­ 
nois, Iowa, Wisconsin, Indiana, 
and Ohio on Palm Sunday, April 


11, killing 271 persons. It was 
the second largest death toll 
ever recorded from one day’s 
tornadoes. 


Forty-one tornadoes, a rec­ 
ord. were sighted on both May 
8 and May 25 and 105 twist­ 
ers appeared in a three-day 
period. May 25-27—but most 
of them were in open country. 


In the first seven months of 
the year. 755 tornadoes were re­ 
ported compared to 437 in the 
corresponding 1964 period 


Most 
of 
th e 
northeastern 
drought may be described as be­ 
ing beneath the surface Many 
crops continue to flourish 
But 
the water table below ground 
and the reservoirs which sup­ 
ply major cities have fallen to 
dangerously low levels. 


Last winterf. the drought 
area — which stretched from 
the western and southern bor­ 
ders of Pennsylvania north­ 
eastward through Maine— re­ 
ceived rainfall only 15 per cent 
below normal. But It was not 
enough to replenish supplies 
after four years of below-aver­ 
age rainfall. 


Some northeastern areas ex­ 
perienced their driest May on 
record. In addition, aboveaver­ 
age temperatures contributed to 
the loss of water by evaporation 
There 
were

s e r i o u s 
droughts in parts of Colorado. 
Kansas. Nebraska. New Mexico 
and 
Texas 
and 
Florida

spring Rains in April and may 
relieved these situations. 


Texas was p a r t i c u l a r l y 


blessed with numerous rain­ 
storms in a wide belt in the 
center of the state in May. 
However, by earls August the 
entire state had become some­ 
what parched again by six 
weeks of below-average rain­ 
fall. 


Oregon and Washington had 
only about onc-third the normal 
rainfall in March while a rare 
string of 11 straight rainy days 
occurred in the I .os Angeles 
area. 
The severity of a drought is 
measured by a Weather Bureau 
index which normally runs from 
1 to 4. with a measurement of 4 
described as a "severe drought.*’ 
Most areas of New England now 
are rated 4 or higher and large 
areas of New York state are 
rated as high as 6

REPLACING CUBA 
Italy Reds Are Believed 
Latin American Pipeline

MEXICO CITY—Evidence has 
been mounting that the Italian 
Communist Party has replaced 
its Cuban counterpart as Mos­ 
cow’s “ transmission 
belt” 
to 
Latin America. 


The theory is that the Cu­ 
bans have been clumsy in 
handling U tin America, hav­ 
ing 
suffered 
disastrous de­ 
feats 
in 
several 
important 
countries. 
Moscow has lost 
confidence in them, the theory 
continues, and elected to use 
in their stead the cleverer 
and more experienced Italian 
Reds. 


A recent issue of the respected 
magazine specializing in Com­ 
munist affairs, "Este et Oestc 
(“ East and West” », published 
bi-weekly in Caracas, Venezuela, 
reveals some of the background 
of the increased Italian Com­ 
munist activity in the hemis­ 
phere. 
Perhaps the most significant 
development since April, when 
Italian Communist c o u r i e r s 
were seized carrying $340,000 
into Venezuela, has been the 
visit of six high Italian Red 
leaders to Havana The delega­ 
tion spent three weeks there 
during May and June, and was 
headed by one of Italy’s fore­ 
most Reds: Mario Alicata. 


The Italians arrived in Ha­ 


vana from Prague, and left 
the Cuban capital in a Soviet 
j 
plane for Moscow—to t touch­ 
ing Rome coming or going. \ 
On hoard the departing plane 
with them was Sergei A. Mi- 
koyan, son of the Soviet presi­ 
dent, Anastas I. Mikoyan, who 
had been in Cuba ostensibly j 
in connection with some film 
work. 


The Italian Communists con­ 
ferred with Premier Fidel Cas­ 
tro and other Cuban Red leaders 
for three days of almost con­ 
tinuous talks, according to re­ 
ports from Havana. 
A joint 
communique was issued, signed 
by Castro and Alicata. Front­ 
paged in the Havana press, the 
communique stressed that the 
Italian Communist Party and 
Cuba's United Party of the So­ 
cialist Revolution (PURSi would 
work 
together 
in 
supporting 
“ liberation movements" in Latin 
America. 
The Venezuelan minister of 
interior, Gonzalo Barrios, has 
said the Italian party had be­ 
come 
Russia’s 
“ transmission 
belt" in I^tin America. These 
were his blunt words, uttered 
on April 10: 
“ We have proof that the Ven­ 
ezuelan Communists are receiv- 
i ing 
money 
from 
the 
Soviet 
Union, which is utilizing the 
Italian Communist Party as its 
vehicle.”

The Venezuelan official de- 
! nounced, 
by 
name, 
as 
the 


‘ mastermind” 
of 
the 
"vast 
conspiracy" the treasurer of the 
Italian Communist Party, Ma­ 
rio Secchia. 
In Italy, meanwhile, members 
of the Chamber of Deputies and 
other persons have at various 
times demanded an investiga­ 
tion of the affair—but nothing 
happened. 
The party suffered some em­ 
barrassment at the time, accord­ 
ing to reports from Rome, be­ 
cause of damage to the image it 
had been painstakingly building 
up 
of 
being 
“ just 
another" 
democratic Italian party, one 
which 
shunned 
violence 
and 
subversion as means of attain­ 
ing power. It was precisely be­ 
cause of that benign image that 
the Italian party was chosen. 


Red 
leaders 
undoubtedly 
have noted the fact that Ven­ 
ezuela has a big Italian popu­ 
lation, most of it acquired 
since World War II, as has 
Argentina, and to a lesser 
extent, Brazil — a potentially 
favorable factor for an Italian­ 
spearheaded penetration. 


Some of the Latin Communist 
leaders at the Prague meeting 
suggested a further conference 
with the Italians, and also the 
French, for the end of Novem­ 
ber, 1964. That became the now- 
famous secret meeting in Ha­ 
vana attended by a score or 
more of top Latin Communist 
leaders.

Tumbling lazily through space amid the strains of 
soft music, Gemini 5 astronauts Gordon Cooper and 
Charles (Pete) Conrad rewrote the record book this 
week.

sending their capsule into gentle somersaults as it 
whirled around the earth. 
Despite the discomfort of the carnival-like tumbling 
ride in their cramped vehicle, the astrotwins retained 
their jubilance and continued to banter with ground 
control.

Gemini Holds Attention, But Moon 


Project Lags And Cost Balloons

Close-up p h o t o g r a p h s by 
crash-landmg R a n g e r space­ 
craft failed to shed any light on 
whether the moon’s crust is cov­

The Surveyor delay at least in 
part is caused by the desire of 
NASA to avoid .similar failures. 
Space agency officials have 
freely acknowledged in the past 
that they expect failures in Sur­ 
veyor launches, but they want 
to reduce the number of poten­ 
tial failures through more strin­ 
gent testing. 
At the same time, costs of the 
Surveyor program have soared 
from the original estimate of 
under $500 million to nearly $750 
million.

sure to the moons surface to 
test its strength. 


Four flights of test vehicle« 
are planned through 1966. Full- 
fledged spacecraft will be land­ 
ed on the moon in 1967.

He named 11- 
year-old David Nelson of Vaea- 
vilie as the youngest runner in 
the rare and Walter Stack, 57, 
member of the Dolphin Swim­ 
ming and Rowing Cluh of San 
Francisco, as the oldest. 
The race will be reported by 
radio station KTIM (1550 kc.)

Jim 
Ray Hart hit his 16th and Len 
Gabrielson his seventh in sup­ 
port of Warren Spahn. 
The 
44-year-old 
southpaw 
went 6 2-3 innings to gain his 
second victory as a Giant, sixth 
of the season and 362nd of his 
career. Spahn had a shutout 
until pinch hitter Charlie Smith 
rapped a two-run homer with 
two out in the seventh. 
It was Mays’ home run. how­ 
ever. that drew the biggest ap­ 
plause. The crow’d had been in­ 
formed in advance, via the cen­ 
ter field message board, that 
Willie’s next homer would give 
him 16 for the month of August, 
tying Ralph Kiner’s National 
league record of 16 home runs 
in a month. 
Willie has four more games

Young Marin Men Train To Meet 
A Pressing Occupational Need 


“ is how to meet and ser\e the

There’s a lot more to be ing a 
service station attendant than 
just pumping gas. 
That's what 
14 young Bay 
Area men are learning in a 
training program being conduct - 
td by College of Marin, with the 
California Department of Em­ 
ployment as cosponsor 
The six-week course for neo­ 
phyte auto - service - station at­ 
tendants is a Federal Manpower 
Development and Training Act 
program. 


ONE DAY A week the student- 
trainees spend four hours in a 
classroom on the College of 
Marin campus in Kentfield lis- 


tening to lectures from their in­ 
structor. Charles Swanfelt, and 
participating in discussions of 
the material they have covered. 
Four days a week, also four 
hours per day, they can be 
found at the Chevron service 
station owned and operated by 
their teacher, Swanfelt, at 1722 
Fourth Street, San Rafael. 
Says Swanfelt of the course: 
“ We teach them the business 
from the bottom up. We cover 


service station maintenance and 
deal lightly with the most essen­ 
tial bookkeeping. We show them 
tire repairing, lubrication, small 
mechanical repairs, the installa­ 
tion of mufflers, tailpipes, spark­ 
plugs, shock absorbers, etc.” 


THE MARKETING of gaso­ 
lines and oils comes in for a 
great deal of attention. 
‘ But perhaps the most im­ 
portant of all,” Swanfelt says, 


public.” 
Swanfelt explains: “Service is 
often the decisive factor in our 
business. The service station to 
which the motorist returns is 
frequently the one where he has 
received the friendliest treat­ 
ment. 
“ 1 tell the trainees that it is 
important that they don’t adopt 
the attitude that they are doing 
their customers a favor. It is 
the customer who is doing us 
the favor.” 


TEN OF THE 14 students 
come from Marin. The others 
hail from Vallejo and Oakland.

IN THE PAST, he says, serv­ 
ice station operators have had to 
hire untrained men to work for 
them. He hopes his class will 
remedy that situation. 
And the oft expressed belief 
that there is a surplus of service 
stations in the Bay Area is not 
correct, Swanfelt asserts. 
"Traffic has grown faster than 
gasoline stations to serve it," 
he declares. 
Swanfelt is a veteran of the 
business who has never regretted 
his decision to make it his pro­ 
fession. 


•*I STARTED pumping gaso­ 
line when 1 was 9 for the late 
John Frustuck of Fairfax at his 
station,” he recalls. “ 1 liked to 
hang around there, anyway. So 
1 helped out, mainly in filling 
radiators and tires, and he used 
to pay me four bits a day.

he obtained his own Chevron 
dealership in San Rafael. 
“ What 1 like most about it is 
the opportunity it affords me to 
meet people,” he says. “ Sales 
work appeals to me. You deal 
with the public firsthand, meet­ 
ing a nice clientele, and it just 
makes you feel comfortable to 
serve them .” 
A busy gasoline station should 
sell anywhere from 1 000 to 3.000 
gallons 
of 
gasoline, 
Swanfelt 
says 
“ But on that, you only break 


even,” he declares. “Gas just 
pays your overhead. For profit, 
you 
have 
to 
sell 
lubricants, 
accessories, etc.” 


B IT SWANFELT is opposed 
to the growing trend for service 
stations to handle products out­ 
side the automotive field 
“Then,” he explains, “ 1 think 
you are just taking it away from 
some other small businessman. 
They don’t sell my gasoline. So 
1 don’t sell their products.” 
The job training program was 
initially proposed by the San 
Rafael office of the California 
Department of Employment, to 
fill, according to Ed Ayer, office 


manager, "an occupational need 
in Marin County.” 
Approval of the proposal and 
the authorization of funds came 
from the U. S. Departments of 
Labor and Health, Education 
and Welfare. 


THE TRAINEES were select­ 
ed by the California Department 
of Employment office to repre­ 
sent a cross-section of interested 
Marin and nearby residents. 


The current class is the second 
to receive the instruction and 
will complete the course next 
Friday.

In 
a qualified service '»hop, all 
measurements and testing 
are d o n e w ith th e a p ­ 
propriate in s tru m t nts and 
not left to one’s judgement. 
An amplifier is checked ior 
inter-modulation di stort ion 
by sending a complex but 
precisely d efin ed signal 
through the unit under test 
than actually measuring the 
amount o f distortion at 
various operating le v e ls 
with a meter. The stereo 
separation on an FM Stereo 
unit is not ch eeked by 
listening to the left speaker 
tlien tlie right speaker.

For instance, a landscape paint­ 
ing student may render what he 
sees before him. He will pos­ 
sibly paint every blade of grass. 
"But the longer he studies, the 
more he leaves out. What each 
one of us leaves out is the im­ 
portant thing the result of per­ 
sonal vision. 


"THE MOST important thing 
about a successful painting is its 
unity, and. if realistic, its under­ 
lying 
abstraction . . . B a c k 
through the ages of art history 
you will find the great work has 
a marvelous underlying abstrac­ 
tion." 
Abstractions and non objective 
art are not new, she asserts. 
And she says that even while 
she was training at the Cleve­ 
land Institute of Art in tradi­ 
tional, conventional, academic 
painting, "I never admired pho­ 
tographic representation except 
perht'ps the perseverance re­ 


quired to attain the amount of 
skill it represented. I was and 
am interested in design shapes, 
lines, masses, light

WHEN SHE taught at Domini­ 
can College in 19%, she recalls, 
“ half my students hated non­ 
objective art and half of them 
hated representational i*f.”

"Before the end of the term .” 
she declares, “ the ones who 
hated all but representation were 
doing abstractions, and t h o s e 
who thought they did not l i k e 
landscape and genre painting 
were appreciative of tin* good in 
that field.” 
It is her own appreciation of 
the good in both fields, Mrs. 
Morrison adds, and her convic­ 
tion that they need not he ir­

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Marin's School For Helicopter Pilots 


Men And Women Master The Whirlybird 
With The Help Of Expert Instructors 
til arm 


There is no reason why any 
person of normal health cannot 
become proficient as a heli­ 
copter pilot, says Robert L 
Peterson of Ross. 
That is the premise upon 
which 
American 
Helicopters 
Corp., of which Peterson 
is 
president, functions. 
And so far. the thesis has 
been borne out by the steady 
growth of the concern. 
American 
Helicopters Corp 
began to take shape back in 
late 1963 and early 1964 in the 
minds of two Marm men, Peter­ 
son and Ronald E. Winkler of 
Novato. 


“ IT BECAME apparent to the 
two of us that there was a very 
pressing need for a professional 
helicopter pilot training school 
in Northern California,” Peter­ 
son says. ‘‘At that time, there 
were helicopter operators who 
did charter and contract work, 
and who would accommodate 
students with lessons as a side­ 
line. But there was no firm 
whose primary purpose was to 
tram pilots.” 
American Helicopters Corp, 
moved into that void on Jan. 25 


of this year when, preliminary 
planning completed, it began 
operating on facilities at and 
grounds adjacent to the Garden 
Motel at 8141 Redwood High­ 
way, Novato. 
At the outset, it was a two- 
man (Winkler and Peterson), 
one-aircraft (a Hughes Trainer 
helicopter) operation. 


NOW THERE are 12 stock 
lwlders working for the corpora­ 
tion. And the air fleet has grown 
to three Trainers with a fourth 
machine, this one a five-passen­ 
ger business helicopter that will 
be available for charter and for 
rent by graduate pilots, as well 
as for use in instructing ad­ 
vanced students, on order. 
“The main aim of our enter­ 
prise," Peterson says, “is to 
develop pilot-users. rather than 
a demand for charter service.”

The helicopter school has been 
approved by the Department of 
Education, State of California, 
for all necessary courses for 
private pilot, commercial pilot 
and flight instructor ratings. 
The Federal Aviation Agency 
has also approved the curricu­ 
lum. 


SO FA R. TH E school 
has 
graduated three private pilots, 
three commercial pilots and one 
certified flight instructor who 
have received their FA A ratings. 
The private pilot rating re­ 
quires 40 hours of instruction in 
the air plus considerable ground 
school work. 
Peterson points out that turn­ 
ing out a helicopter pilot “ re­ 
quires no more and perhaps less 
hours than it does to turn out 
a qualified automobile driver. ’ 
The training, he adds, is roughly 
comparable in difficulty to that 
given a private airplane pilot. 


TH E H ELIC O PTER or air­ 
plane piloting student is spurred 
on faster than the automobile 
driving pupil. Peterson believes, 
by a greater challenge—“ by the

do is a greater accomplish­ 
ment.”

and Ann Jakunes of Corte Ma­ 
dera, a secretary who feels a 
helicopter 
pilot’s 
credentials 
would enable her to be doubly 
beneficial to some commercial 
firm as an executive secretary 
and pilot for the executive staff. 
Peterson estimates that there 
are some 600 potential helicop­ 
ter pilots in this county.

Of the helicopter picture gen­ 
erally and his firm ’s aspirations 
for branches eventually across 
the nation, Peterson says: “ We 
are going to see more and more 
helicopters in the air. But the 
real secret to the entire future 
of the industry is in the location 
of more in-town or close-to-town 
heliports and helipads so that 
the helicopter can combine the 
functions of the air taxi and 
the airplane.” 


THE H ELIPA D differs from 
the heliport, he specifies, in that 
it is just large enough for one 
craft’s ingress and egress—40 
by 40 feet. The facilities can be 
located either on ground surface 
or on a rooftop. 
Helicopters, Peterson believes, 
are now at about the same stage 
as was the automobile industry 
in 1907. with a similar growth 


ahead. 
“ Vertical take-off air­ 
craft is the only answer to many 
of our future needs," he says. 
These needs are certain to 
increase as metropolitan and 
suburban centers become more 
congested, he adds. 


IN CONJUNCTION with the

Our Reviewers Report 


Epic History 


NEVER CALL RETREAT by 
Bruce Cotton, Doubleday, 469 
pages, $7.50. Reviewed by 
Bryce W. Anderson. 


“Never Call Retreat" com­ 
pletes 
Bruce 
Catton’s 
three- 
volume “Centennial History of 
the Civil War." 
In “The Coming Fury" and 
“Terrible Swift Sword,” Catton 
brought the South to secession, 
opened the war and carried 
it through the battle of Fred­ 
ericksburg—what might be call­ 
ed the romantic period of the 
war. “Never Call Retreat” takes 
it through the period of all-out 
war, stripped of romance, to the 
surrender at Appomattox and the 
assassination of Lincoln. This is 
the period marked by Sheridan’s 
devastation of the Shenandoah 
Valley, by Sherman’s march to 
the sea, by a federal siege gun 
set up to shell the homes of 
Charleston; and. politically, by 
the Emancipation Proclamation 
and the first tough talk of "re­ 
construction.” 
Catton has moved rather more 
swiftly through the war’s last 
two years than he did through 
its first three In doing so, he 
has treated very briefly some of 
the episodes which have had 
fullest treatment in other his­ 
tories—including some by Catton 
himself. Gettysburg, the Wilder­ 
ness, the Siege of Richmond 
are passed over lightly. 
The 
grinding 
struggle 
be­ 
tween the Army of Northern 
Virginia under Lee and the 
Army of the Potomac under 
Grant goes almost unnoticed. 
As in earlier volumes, Catton 
is fond of saying of some im­ 
portant battle or political de­ 
cision that things would never 
be the same again because of it. 
He does this rather too often— 
although probably always with 
truth. 
These, however, are minor 
faults in an epic history. 
“The Centennial History of 
the Civil War” captures the 
feelings of the time — of the 
soldier, the general, the poli­ 
tician, the civilian, and even to 
some extent the Negro It paints 
on a large canvas, without ignor­ 
ing necessary detail. It grasps 
the nobility on both sides of the 
struggle, but does not over­ 
look the 
seaminess on both 
sides. 
All in all, ex-newspaperman 
Catton has produced one of the 
greatest of Civil War histories— 
perhaps the greatest for the 
general reader. There have been 
many excellent historians of the

On the jacket 
of “ Double 
Measure” we read that the book 
“may well persuade the unper­ 
suaded to reconsider”—and your 
reviewer must admit this to be 
true, albeit begrudgingly. 
It is most difficult to break 
apart a prejudice to writing in 
the Freudian symbolist mold 
and enjoy a serious study of 
such stuff as D. H. Lawrence is 
made of. But Ford’s credentials 
and abilities are obvious and 
there is nothing spurious or in­ 
valid about this type of solid 
scholarly criticism. 
Only after an honest appraisal 
of the author’s thesis in the light 
of some knowledge of Law­ 
rence’s work and other criticism 
of it (and this is where the gen­ 
eral reader and casual scholar 
has problems) can the other 
kind of judgment be made or 
can we relate Lawrence’s asser­ 
tions to other areas of knowl­ 
edge. 
Ford explores several domi­ 
nant themes in part one of his 
book, in particular, Lawrence’s 
concern with the powerful coun­ 
terforces (Double Measure) at 
work within each individual and 
his or her relationship with an­ 
other individual. Thus the per­ 
sonalities 
in 
his 
fiction 
are 
simultaneously attracted and re­ 
pulsed by each other so that 
darkness and light, beauty and 
ugliness, love and hate exist at 
once within a given relationship 
A n o t h e r theme investigates 
man’s intrinsic aloneness which 
does not disappear, e x c e p t 
temporarily, in even the most 
intimate associations 
In part two he studies two 
master novels, “The Rainbow" 
and “Women in Love,” and here 
the reader finds himself grap­ 
pling with such symbols as 
stagnant pools of water, dark 
cathedrals, and stamping wild 
stallions followed by a brilliant 
discussion of “Women in Love" 
as a war novel in which, by the 
way, war is never mentioned 
In this area of scholarship in 
which a new study of D.ii.L. 
appears every three months, 
Ford’s book will no doubt be 
acclaimed 
Long may he pub­ 
lish, thus never to perish! 


Plea For Peace 


TEN CRISES IN CIVILIZA­ 
TION by Stanton A. Coblentz, 
Follett, 302 pages, $6.95. Re­ 
viewed by Lee Cadwallader. 


Mill Valley poet and historical 
writer Stanton A. Coblentz out­ 
lines 10 crises, “ all of cataclys­ 
mic rather than a merely polit­ 
ical nature . . . (that) threatened 
a complete overturn of a social 
order or the obliteration of a 
civilization” to shape his plan 
and plea for peace. 
He starts with wars of the 
Greeks and Persians, then pro­ 
ceeds with chapters on the de­ 
fense of Rome against Hannibal, 
the Punic Wars, Netherlands 
triumph over the 16th century 
oppression of Spain, the French 
Revolution, the First World War. 
the 
Russian 
Revolution, 
the 
Second World War, the Sino- 
Japanese War and the Chinese 
Civil War. 
He concludes that, “unless 
we are to be plunged into peri­ 
odic crises, we must establish 
new concepts of world relation­ 
ship.” 
“The first information that 
Man’s intelligence must provide 
him is that certain historic con­ 
ditions. under which civilization 
has 
hitherto 
survived, 
have 
ceased to apply among the na­ 
tions. It will not suffice to note, 
as we have done, the place of 
warfare in all great crises, in­ 
cluding those erf our own cen­ 
tury. We must go on to a still 
more fundamental observation: 
That man, by his scientific in­ 
ventions. has outlawed war as 
an instrument for the settlement 
of major international disputes.” 
I hope I’m wrong in predic­ 
ting that Coblentz will lose the 
attention of the “Hawks” the 
minute they read what he has 
to say on nationalism. At any 
rate, the “Doves” can be as­ 
sured that on a scale from "vi­ 
sionary” to “practicability,’’ this 
book is a step in the right di­ 
rection.

Because plywood is made of 
thin sheets of wood glued to­ 
gether under heat and pressure, 
its edges have a lined or seam­ 
ed effect. 
When the plywood is to be used 
in a project where the edges will 
be hidden, nothing more is re­ 
quired than a coat of sealer, a 
precaution necessary to prevent 
the entrance of moisture. But 
when the edges will be visible, 
some effort usually is made to 
cover or disguise them. 
The home handyman has a 
number of possibilities open to 
him. He can paint the edges, 
bevel them, cover them w i t h 
wooden strips or special mould­ 
ings, apply laminated plastic, 
use aluminum or stainless 3teel 
channels, or 
attach 
what 
is 
called plywood tape. 
The big advantage of the tape 
—actually rolled-up wood veneer 
—is that it can be obtained in 
matching or contrasting colors. 
These colors are not painted on. 
but are the real shades of the 
wood from which they were 
stripped. Thus, if you are using 
birch plywood, you need only to 
ask for birch tape (or wood trim, 
as it sometimes is called! to be 
sure of a reasonably good match. 
The same kind of finish can 
be used on the tape as on the 
rem ainder of the table, book­ 
case, cabinet or whatever. 
Plywood tape is attached with 
ordinary' wood glue or one of the 
various forms of contact ad­ 
hesive. In the first case, clamps 
must be used to keep the tape 
firmly against the edges until 
the glue has set. In the second, 
it is necessary only to apply the 
cement to both surfaces, wait 
a few minutes, then join How­ 
ever, contact cement grips in­ 
stantly and will not let go, so it 
is important that the tape be 
pressed against the edges with 
great care 
The tape, by the wav, can be 
cut easily with ordinary scis­ 
sors.
